for the administration railroad rate com- 
mission bill was introduced in the senate 
today. The bill differs from the so-call- 
ed administration bill in the following 
particulars: 


It requires confirmation of the ap- 


pointment of commissioners 
by two- 


thirds of all the senators instead of by 
the senate and assembly. It imposes as 
a duty upou the railroads the doing of 
those things which the administration 
bill gives the commission the power to 
prescribe. It specifically 
provides for 


commodity, concentration,' transit and 
other special contract rates. It 
con- 


tains the long and short haul clause of 
the interstate commerce act. It pro- 
vides for a stay of orders affecting rates 
or classifications pending a review there- 
of. 


The bill gives the power of supervision 


and regulation as opposed to the power 
to- initiate rates and 
make classifica- 


tions in the first instance, and provides 
for a settlement of difficulties between, 
shippers and carriers without action on 
the part of the commission other than a 
notice to the carriers. The bill follows 
the 
lines of the interstate commerce 


commission act as it would be had the 
Esch-Townscnd bill become a law.

$725,000 IS DUE STATE 


Comptroller ot Treasury so De- 


cides-Claims Based on Wai- 


Expenditures. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The comp- 


troller of the treasury has revised the 
decision of the auditor for the war de- 
partment on the claim of the state of 
Wisconsin for interest paid on bonds is- 
sued to raise money to aid the United 
States in the war of the rebellion. The 
state has olready been paid on this ac- 
count $-153,677,. and the comptroller finds 
still due $725,981.

This 
of course is true in a, general way for 
without good business stocks and bonds 
would uot rise sufficiently to attract at- 
tention. 


But if thij particular great rise in val- 


ues, some well informed persons realiz- 
ing out of proportion in some brands of 
stock in proportion to actual value of 
the property, is due to the prosperity of 
the country, what then is to be ascribed 
to the equally remarkable downfall of 
the most prominent stocks'in the coun- 
try, from the unapproachable values at- 
tained in the rise culminating just pre- 
vious to the Northern Pacific incident of 
1002. From the heights in the financial 
heavens stocks began to drop, and drop 
they did for many months continuing a 
couple of years until some 
time 
last 


spring when another upward movement 
begun and is now evidently still in pi og- 
ress. What happened during 11)02 and 
1903 and part of lf)0-l for the same en- 
comiums applied now certainly implies 
the reverse then, and yet the country 
beyond any question was enjoying pre- 
cisely as much prosperity as now. If it 
was not, then our public men, our politi- 
cal leaders, were construing the situa- 
tion in a different manner from what it 
was. The country was suffering no di- 
minution of prosperity such ns would ac- 
count for the most decided drop in stock 
values, and while it is likely true the 
iron and steel boom may have quieted 
down, yet even here, the great 
steel 


trust has maintained its prices practical- 
ly at the same levels. 


The stock markets ure manipulated at 


will by powerful interests and those who 
fool with the stock representatives of 
trust values are putting their money on 
t h i n financial ice. Tf people will affiliate 
with these periodical 
outbursts 
rising 


and falling markets, let them buy nnd 
thus own the real stuff. Those who fail 
to understand how prosperity can rise 
and fall, and yet themselves perceive the 
real prosperity of the country to be prac- 
tically 
unchanged, had better 
remain 


aloof from t h e enchanting precincts of 
the boards of trade and stock exchanges. 
The truth is despite all the glamor be- 
ing 
thrown, the 
country goes along 


steadily and the vast bulk of citizens and 
traders perceive no such rapid changes 
as might be indicated by the tine art 
correspondents. The country 
is solid, 


tlio finances arc solid, the banks arc sol- 
id, and there are 
no 
fractures 
visible 


anywhere. Every dollar is just as good 
as any other dollar and is going to be 
kept that way. Legitimate business is 
sound, and 
those speculating 
in 
the 


! whirl of the .--lock markets and amid the 


rivalries of powerful financial interests, 
must expect to take right smart of 
chances.

Jt .makes the 
man who could utter such sentiments as 
below the order of the brutes of the field, 
and aa for the medical profession for its 
own honor, it should ut least on this side 
repudiate the coarse minded man dis- 
gracing the profession. Jn his address he 
leveled this parting shot at our physic- 
ians. 
"American medical colleges arc," 


he declared, "teaching hybrid systems of 
medicines and producing ignorant prac- 
titioners. Europe is far ahead 
of the 


United Slates in medical universities." 
Here is an instance of a professional cad 
of the first, water nnd the country may 
well fed pleasant over his departure. But 
if the chloroforming business could be 
performed upon all such men ns ho it 
would be a distinct benefit to public mor- 
als, and ns Dr. Osier is himself about 40, 
it is n good plnce to commence.

quoted and did not mean the to kill, but 
to retire men over forty.

CIIAHCED FOR LOST TIME. 


A Philadelphia traction company 
is 


charged with the worst bit. of corporation 
meanness yet. 
A Philadelphia paper is 


the authority for charging that the Phil- 
adelphia Rapid Transit company on tin 
occasion when one of its motorrnen who 
had been severely injured by a highway- 
man who had held up his car, and several 
other witnesses, all employes of the road 
had been summoned to testify, actually 
docked the wages of these poor men for 
the time lost in attending court. A com- 
ment made by a Philadelphia paper rends 
ns follows: 


"A high degree of economy is practiced 


by the Philadelphia Knpid Transit com- 
pany in docking the motorinan who was 
severely injured by 
highwaymen who 


held up his car and the other employes 
who were summoned as witnesses at thn 
trial of the ruffians. The company might 
fear that if it, continued the wage* of 
men absent, on account of sickness the 
hcnltli of its force would be seriously im- 
paired. I'ut in the ease of men seriously 
injured by highwaymen—injured in de- 
fending the company's interests—and of 
men compelled to go to court to convict 
t h e miscreants one would suppose that 
even a sntilless corporation might con- 
tinue the wages of the employes. '.Mark 
Twain's' story of the quarryman who 
was blown up nnd docked for the fifteen 
minutes he was navigating the atmos- 
phere is not very much of nn exaggera- 
tion." 


NO MOniK~m!Mri\<5~ON~CANADA. 
The new Canadian tariff is now in op- 


eration, that is the new features added 
a few mouths ago, and that part relating 
to this country known as the dumping 
section, is to be vigorously 
enforced. 


Canadian agents cover this country now, 
being stationed in several large northern 
cities, with sub agents in the smaller 
manufacturing centers.' These agents 
keep strict account of what if being done 
in the way of shipments -and the selling 
prices and make a confidential report to 
their government. After the. reports, arc 
checked over at Ottawa they are put in 
slmpe and reprinted with copies being 
sent to all custom houses which assist 
the custom officials in checking all in- 


nnv.\\ s

secretaries nnd stenographers. Again the 
bill should specifically state privileged 
nnd not privileged classes, nnd where it 
is to be applied if only to employes of 
the state outside of executive depart- 
ments which exempts most under this 
definition, or if the law 
includes em- 


ployes in nil towns, cities, counties and in 
fact does include the whole stnte, . Does 
employes of the state mean ns can be in- 
ferred either wny, city employes, county 
employes, town employps nnd employes 
under state nny direct, and under aho 
county and city pay? 
Tf so, then why 


should legislative employes be exempt

RUSSIA'S ANCIENT COUNCIL OF THE ] 


PEOPLE. 


Minneapolis Tribune: Although Rus- 


sia gives to its czar the title of Autocrat 
of all the Russians and vests in him the 
supreme legislative, executive and judi- 
cial authority, in many n, crisis of the 
national history councils chosen by the 
people have been called upon to partici- 
pate in governmental affairs. 


In the year 1550 Ivan IV. summoned a 


council to which the lesser nobles and 
merchants were admitted to consult with 
him as to the best methods of dealing 
with troubles that threatened the exist- 
ence of the empire. Sixteen years later 
]-e again summoned the "Zemski-Sobor, 
nr Council of the People, to decide upon 
the prosecution or endins of the war 
with Poland. This czar, who is known 
in history as "Ivan the Terrible/' bcjpr, 
his reign well, but as years passed, 
drunken with power or rendered irres- 
ponsible by insanity, he trampled on 
the rights of the people and became a 
monster ot cruelty. Then, naturally, hf 
censed calling popular councils. 


For about 150 years in every grea' 


governmental crisis the Russian towns 
were invited to send delegates to th: 
people's parliament, which met at Mos- 
cow, the capital city. Like our con- 
<rress it consisted of an upper and 
a 


Tower house. The people's representa- 
tives formed the one, the nobles the 
other. When tho Rurik dynasty had 
died out. after 800 years of power, this 
council elected Michael Romanoff .15 
czar 
To this election the house of Ro- 


manoff owes its enrollment in the line 
of heredity soverigns and Nicholas II.. 
its latest representative, has now an- 
nounced his "intention of calling another 
session of the council which made him 
what he is. 


Michael Romanoff was a sensible young 


man nnd did not seek to rule alone. He 
kept the Zemski-Sobor in session at Mos- 
cow for six years and listened to its de- 
cisions. At length, thinking he had 
-rovn wise enough to dispense with it! 
idviee he tried to do so for ten years— 
'vears of such defeat that for three times 
more during his reign he summoned 
these lo.val counsellors. 


The "Xcmski-Sobor" continued to play 


n lending part in the Russian govern- 
ment, which was torn by many dissen- 
sions. Sometimes in deciding upon the 
rights of rival claimants to the throne 
it%xercised supreme power. In 16S9 it 
decided in favor of a. young Romanoff 
who was contesting the throne with his 
sister Sophia, and elected us czar *hat 
famous personage who in known in his- 
tory as Peter the Great.

How Government Was Fleeced. 
To understand this extraordinary case 


It is necessary to recall its events. On 
April 24, 188S, Capt. Oberlln M. Carter, 
of the United States corps of engineers, 
took charge of the improvement of riv- 
ers and harbors at Savannah, Ga., for 
which work millions of dollars had been 
appropriated. He so managed matters 
that the Atlantic Construction com- 
panv, consisting of John F. Gaynor, 
Capt, Greene and B. H. and W. T. Gay- 
nor, got control of the contract. 


In May. 1897, Capt. Carter was ap- 


pointed military attache of the United 
States legation in London against his 
protest. Cnpt. Gillette, the engineer 
officer appointed to 
succeed him 
in 


charge of the Savannah improvements, 
charged Capt. Carter with a conspiracy 
to defraud the government in connec- 
tion with the harbor contracts. In De- 
cember, 1SS7, lli« secretary of war or 
dered the trial of Capt, Carter by court 
martial. The charges were, roun<!!; 
th.V Carter drew the specifications :•• 
contracts so that no firm but the At.r 
tic Construction company would dar: 
bid on the work, that interior work r.

New York.

Then followed a long struggle against 


extradition to Savannah. Gaynor and 
Greene had appeared in Savannah and 
had each given a bond of ?40.000. Step 
by step the case was fought, and when 
the United States' supreme court finally 
swept away all' obstructions between 
them and their trial.' Gaynor and Greene 
fled to Canada, and their bail bonds were 
forfeited. It is said that the bondsmen 
were afterward reimbursed by the fugi- 
tives.

Realizing this, the chief 
constable of Quebec, armed with a writ 
of habeas corpus from Judge Andrews, 
of that city, hurried to Three Rivera 
on a special train, and, setting out In 
a boat with his officers, ordered the 
Spray to halt in the queen's name. No 
attention was paid to the 
challenge. 


Gaynor and Greene wero taken to Mon- 
treal, where Commissioner Lafontalne 
committed them to jail. 


The high constable of Quebec hurried 


back to Judge Andrews on a special 
train and 'secured another writ ad- 
dressed to the Montreal jailer, who sur- 
rendered the prisoners; and so Gay- 
nor and Greene went back to Quebec 
on a special train, feasting their offi- 
cial rescuers on the way.

They are waited 
upon by several servants, but they see 
iittle or no company. In fact they are 
bitterly ostracized, and the only persons 
with whom they are seen, though re- 
spectable enough, are not of the better 
class of local society. They are occa- 
sionally visited by relatives from their 
former home, such as children by Gay- 
nor's former marriage, but apart from 
these they see very few persons except 
on business. 


Gaynor spends most of his time in the 


barroom, where he Is tolerated for his 
openhandedness by lawyers and poli- 
ticians who drop in from time to time. 


Mrs. Gaynor spends a good deal of her
